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Apollo 14 in 
First Move 
To word Moon

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The 
Apollo 14 astronauts 


watched today as their Saturn 5 
rocket made its first move to- 
ward the moon — a ponderous 
S'/z-mile journey from the as- 
sembly building to the launch 
pad. 


Alan B. Shepard Jr., Stuart A. 


Roosa and Edgar D. Mitchell 
were at a viewing site a few 
hundred feet away as the rocket 
moved out of its hangar at 6:30 
a.m., standing upriht on the 
broad back of a tank-like tran- 
sporter. 


The transporter 
travels at 


maximum speed of one mile an 
hour and the trip to the launch 
pad was to take several hours. 


Shepard, Roosa and Mitchell 


are to blast off for the moon 
Jan. 31, reaching a speed of 
nearly 25,000 miles an hour. 


Shepard, 
America's 
first 


spaceman 
back in 1961, and 


Mitchell are to attempt to land 
in the moon's rugged Fra Mau- 
ro highlands to search for pris- 
tine lunar soil that might pro- 
vide clues to the origin of the 
moon. 


Fra Mauro had been the in- 


tended target for Apollo 13 be- 
fore an oxygen tank explosion 
205,000 miles from home can- 
celled man's third moon-landing 
attempt last April. 


The three astronauts, James 


A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. Haise Jr. 
and John L. Swigert Jr., fought 
for survival in four danger-filled 
days before they returned safely 
to earth. 


As a result of the explosion, 


the Apollo 14 launching has been 
delayed

months 


while design changes have been 
made in the spaceship.

recently in Little Rock with Mr. 
and Mrs. Kenneth Gibson and 
family and Mr. and Mrs. Lester 
Reppond and family.

Under a specially 
directed 


study program at SSC, Miss 
Harris now works as a parole 
officer. She is assistant to a 
district parole officer of El 
Dorado. 


Cummins provides prisoners 


with recreational 
and en- 


tertainment facilities, Miss 
Harris says. 


"In contrast to opinions I had 


formed 
from 
previous 


newspaper articles, I was 
pleasantly shocked when, shortly 
after I arrived, women in the 
reformatory had a big barbecue. 
The prison band even came over 
and played for them." 


Cummins 
also 
provides 


movies, basketball and Softball 
for men, plus a band which plays 
for prisoners once or twice each 
week. 


While at Cummings, Miss 


Harris worked in the prison's 
mail room, records office and 
transported inmates from the 
w o m e n ' s 
r e f o r m a t o r y . 


"Although I got a greater insight 
into prisoners' lives while cen- 
soring the mail, I liked that job 
least." 


Miss Harris got the job by 


applying through David Jordan, 
then lieutenant commissioner to 
the 
State 
Department 
of 


Corrections. "Since I plan to 
work in the field of corrections 
when I graduate, I thought 
prison work would be good ex- 
perience. I applied through 
Jordan, was interviewed and 
hired." 


While at Cummins, Miss 


Harris met 38 female inmates 
ranging from ages 19 to 49. "The 
women work in the sewing room 
where they make men's clothes 
or just generally clean up." 


The penitentiary's farm is 


almost 
self 
sufficient. 
It 


produces all of its vegatables and 
much of its meat. "Male inmates 
work in the fields or in meat and 
vegetable processing 
plants." 


Living on the farm with a 


family who worked there, Miss 
Harris was able to have personal 
contacts with prisoners. "Among 
the men, I found these serving 
longer terms 
accepted 
their 


situation better. They seemed to 
adjust to prison life easier." 


"I don't think I could have had 


a more beneficial experience in 
the corrections 
field 
than 


working at Cummins. "I feel the 
worst conditions at the prison 
could be corrected with suf- 
ficient financial funds." Not yeat 
a mansion, "Cummins has a 
capable administration, but the 
administrators 
need 
more 


money." she adds.

A SANE LOOK AT WOMEN'S 
LIBERATION 
Dear Helen: 


You have at various times, in 


answers to readers' letters about 
the 
women's 
liberation 


movement, agreed that women 
should be paid equally for equal 
work, that they should be equal 
partners in the marriage, that 
(state and federal) laws do 
discriminate against women, 
that women should be given the 
same educational opportunities 
as men and that advancement on 
the job should be on the same 
basis as men. 


Yet you apparently don't 


endorse the movement as a 
whole because of what your 
readers refer to as the man- 
hating and bra-burning mem- 
bers. 


Where, Helen, are these 


feminists who burn bras and hate 
men? After reading articles, 
books, news stories; attending 
women's liberation meetings and 
picketing sessions (for equality 
of employment) I have yet to see 
one. 


In 1968 at the Miss America 


pageant, a group of women 
burned bras in a SYMBOLIC 
protest of the way the traditional 
pageant holds women up as 
objects to be judged as prime 
commodity beef, with no real 
thoughts on anything con- 
troversial. Those young women 
are USED to sell products- 
that's what this archaic contest 
is for. The bra-burning act was 
critized by members of the 
movement as an attention- 
getting gimmick, which served 
its purpose and wouldn't be 


necessary again. 


Also, only a minute fraction of 


the women in the struggle have 
talked of hating men ( though 
they've received a double portion 
of publicity). 


Thus, those phrases 
are 


crutches which are easy to use if 
you haven't taken the time to 
understand what possibly is for 
some an idea too far-reaching to 
be considered seriously. 


The idea of women's liberation 


is that women should be con- 
sidered first of all as people 
capable of controling their own 
lives, according to their own 
personal qualifications. Women 
are people first and then wives, 
mothers and whatever, second. 


Why 
do 
women 
need 


liberating? Because they have 
swallowed the idea they have to 
live up to the advertisements of 
the "perfect little housewife." 
And because they have been told 
by mothers and grandmothers 
that women are meant to suffer 
in silence, gaining fulfillment 
only in serving their children and 
the man they love. Women have 
also fallen for the idea that they 
must 
act 
cute, 
inferior, 


"ladylike," submissive, passive 
and unintelligent to "get a man 
and keep him happy." 


Women's liberation is also for 


men. They should not be bur- 
dened with the restricted role of 
always being the strong, never- 
failing protector and provider. 
No one can live up to that and 
remain sane for long. 


Men and women should share 


equally the responsibilities of 
society. 
Let's 
end 
these 


stereotypes and all be people! - 
WITH YOU IN THE STRUGGLE

I endorse the movement as you 


state it - all the way! And I'm 
especially gald you point out that 
women, (possibly more than 
men) must be persuaded to 
accept their liberation. 


Almost any high 
school 


vocational counselor will tell you 
that while girls have brains 
aplenty for professional and 
executive jobs, they lack inner 
motivation. In my letters and 


conversations, I also see this. 
Most women think: MAN first, 
career second, if at all....which 
keeps them more or less happy, 
but doesn't help the cause of 
equality!

Gout Is a Form 
of Arthritis 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I would 


like to know what is gout and 
what are the symptoms and 
if there is any cure. 


Dear R e a d e r —Gout is 


often called the disease of 
kings because it has affected 
so many notable people in 
history. It is a form of ar- 
thritis. In some cases a joint 
suddenly becomes swollen, 
red, hot and painful. The big 
toe is the joint most often 
i n v o l v e d although other 
joints can be affected. 


People with gout have an 


abnormality in the way their 
body manufactures proteins 
and how it handles the type 
of proteins found in fish, fowl 
and meat. A by-product of 
this process, called uric acid, 
is usually eliminated in the 
urine (hence the term uric 
acid, referring to an acid in 
the urine). When the uric 
arid accumulates in the 
body, in some p e o p l e it 
forms into small crystals in 
the cartilage of a joint and 
this is related to the sudden 
onset of the sore, swollen 
joint. Usually the soreness 
subsides in a few weeks and 
then recurs. 


In some cases the uric 


acid builds up slowly in the 
cartilage of joints. The joints 
eventually are destroyed and 
the foot, hand, elbow or knee 
is deformed. 


Excess uric acid can cause 


kidney stones and kidney 
disease and many people 
who have gout develop heart 
disease. 


Blood tests help to identify 


people who are likely to de- 
velop gouty arthritis, so ask 
your doctor to give you one 
if you suspect you have these 
symptoms. 


Men are much more likely 


to have gouty arthritis than 
women. Only 5 per cent of 
the patients with arthritis of 
this type are women. The 
classic gout patient is a mid- 
dle-aged, overweight man, 
with his painful foot resting 
on a footstool. When women 
have gout a t t a c k s they 
usually are older and the 
attacks are milder. There is 
an inherited tendency to gout 


and this tendency can be 
transmitted by women, even 
ii they do not have attacks. 
Gout in children is rare. 


The feet and ankles are the 


joints most often involved. 
In severe cases, the knees, 
hands, wrists and elbows 
may be affected. The spine, 
shoulders and hips almost 
never have gouty arthritis. 


Blood tests for uric acid 


and a tendency for gout have 
revealed that men who are 
aggressive, intelligent and 
often leaders tend to have 
more uric acid than other 
people.

Soviet Space 
Program 
Closing Gap

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


space program appears to be 
making a strong recovery both 
in manned flight and space-ro- 
bot missions after several years 
in the shadow of American 
triumphs. 


Although the Russians lost the 


moon race, they have rebound- 
ed this year with their own 
moon-scooping 
machine 
and 


have just completed their fourth 
unmanned round-the-moon shot 
in the Zond series. 


In addition, they have contrib- 


uted to space medicine by test- 
ing man's endurance in a record 
orbital experiment lasting 18 
days. 


If public statements by cos- 


monauts and scientists can be 
taken at face value, more 
impressive feats with men and 
robots will be attempted in the 
near future. 


Cosmonauts Vitaly Sevastya- 


nov and 
Andrian Nikolayev 


started the comeback in June 
when they set the duration rec- 
ord and concluded that the dan- 
gers of prolonged weightless- 
ness still constitute a barrier to 
flights of more than a few 
weeks. 


The Luna 16 mission three 


months later gave the Soviet 
Union its own samples of moon 
soil and also had the effect of 
restoring credibility to a space 
program which had not scored a 
major first between 1964 and 
1970. 


Then in October, Zond 8 


zipped neatly around the moon 
on a photographic expedition 
and splashed down by remote 
control in the Indian Ocean, the 
fourth Soviet round trip to lunar 
space. 


A new Venus probe, a refined 


version of earlier Venus cap- 
sules, was launched in August 
and is due to reach that scorch- 
Ing planet in mid-December. If 
it lands in operating condition 
Soviet space authorities can 
look back over a successful 
year. 


Moving ahead on a separate 


front, newspapers and broad- 
casters have hailed the success 
of the unmanned moon-scooper 
as a cheaper, safer method of 
doing what the Apollo astro- 
nauts did. There has been no 
emphasis on the fact that Luna 
carried home 3*6 ounces of 
moon soil compared with the 132 
pounds collected in the Apollo 11 
and 12 missions. 


No Soviet moon landing is in 


preparation, according to fre- 
quent disclaimers in Moscow, 
but it is likely that more un- 
manned scoopers will seek more 
soil samples. 


Any Soviet space planners 


embarrassed 
when Apollo 11 


and 12 landed on the moon must 
feel somewhat vindicated now. 


Iranian Plane 
Is Hijacked 
to Iraq 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — An 


Iranian airliner, hijacked with 
22 persons on board, landed in 
Baghdad, Iraq, today, the Iraqi 
news agency reported. 


Airport authorities there at 


first denied the twin-engine DCS 
permission to land but relented 
after the plane's American pilot 
reported he was running out of 
gas. 


The air taxi firm which char- 


tered the plane said in Tehran, 
Iran, that the plane was not 
critically 
short 
of 
fuel. 
It 


claimed the aircraft was forced 
to land at Doha where it took on 
fuel, then left for Baghdad. 


Iranian 
officials 
said 
the 


plane left Dubai on the Persian 
Gulf early today bound for Ban- 
dar Abbas in Iran. 


The Iraqi news agency said 


the plane was hijacked by nine 
of the 22 persons on board. It 
was believed they were Ira- 
nians. 


The pilot was identified as 


Sidney Jordan. 


It was the third Iranian plane 


hijacked to neighboring Iraq in 
the past five months. Although 
relations between Iran and Iraq 
have been badly strained for 
several years, the Iraqi govern- 
ment returned both the previous 
planes and their passengers and 
crews.

WASHINGTON (AP) — North 


Vietnam has stepped up its 
troop infiltration southward so 
far this year but about 25 per 
cent of its reinforcements ap- 
parently are being diverted to 
Cambodia, according to Penta- 
gon sources. 


U.S. military analysts study- 


ing infiltration figures for the 
first 10 months of 1970 estimate 
nearly 60,000 North Vietnamese 
soldiers have infiltrated South 
Vietnam and 
another 
20,000 


passed through southern Laos 
into Cambodia. 


By comparison, about 67,000 


North Vietnamese soldiers were 
estimated to have infiltrated in 
the first 10 months of 1969, all 
but about 1,500 into South Viet- 
nam. 


This suggests that the Cambo- 


dian front, opened last spring 
after the fall of Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, has caused Hanoi to 
raise the ante in troops commit- 
ted to the Indochina war, Penta- 
gon sources said. However, the 
increase was hardly enough to 
cause North Vietnam any seri- 
ous manpower strain, they add- 
ed. 


U.S. intelligence reports the 


North Vietnamese have gotten 
perhaps a month's head start in 
their annual late-year push to 
replenish their ranks for mili- 
tary operations during the sea- 
son, 


Infiltration 
totaled 
about 


15,000 men in October and near- 
ly 2,000 in the first several days 
of November, the sources said. 


Experts believe North Viet- 


namese infiltrators are carrying 
much more equipment with 
them. 


This, it was said, apparently 


is because the allied attack on 
Cambodian base 
areas last 


spring and the severing of a ma- 
jor enemy supply route from the 
Gulf of Siam have prevented en- 
emy reinforcements from draw- 
ing on stored supplies. 


While U.S. officials claim in- 


tense American air strikes at 
key points in Laos have set back 
by some weeks the North Viet- 
namese major resupply effort 
this year, they say it is impossi- 
ble to stem the movement of en- 
emy troop reinforcements trav- 
eling in small groups.

Egypt Trying 
to Unite 
Arabs Again

Egypt is planning to federate 


with Sudan and Libya to form 
"a nucleus for the unity of the 
Arab world" in northeast Afri- 
ca. It is Cairo's second such at- 
tempt to put together a greater 
Arab nation. 


The late President Gamal Ab- 


del Nasser failed in the first at- 
tempt, a federation with Syria 
and Yemen that was formed in 
1958. It existed mostly on paper, 
and was broken up by Syria in 
September 1961. Egypt's official 
name remains the United Arab 
Republic, a remnant of that try 
at union. 


Nasser's successor, Anwar 


Sadat, President Jaafar el Nu- 
mairi of Sudan and Col. Muam- 
mar Kadafi, leader of Libya's 
military 
regime, 
announced 


plans for the new merger early 
today after a conference in Cai- 
ro. 


No target date was given for 


putting the federation into oper- 
ation. 


"The Arab world is facing in- 


ternal as well as external at- 
tempts to liquidate the revolu- 
tionary tide," it said, adding 
that the confederation was ne- 
cessitated also by the death of 
Nasser, "whose mere presence 
in the Arab struggle (with Is- 
rael) was a sufficient symbol of 
unity for the Arab peoples." 


Under the plan, called the 


Tripoli Charter in honor of a 
conference Nasser, Kadafi and 
Numairi held there this year, a 
tripartite command will first 
consolidate the political systems 
in the countries and coordinate 
their policies, the communique 
said. The command will set up 
three-sided boards to govern the 
confederation later, including a 
"supreme planning committee," 
a national security council for 
defense, 
an 
implementation 


committee to maintain national 
progress and subcommittees to 
handle political, economic, mili- 
tary and social questions. 


Observers 
noted 
that 
the 


boards will include representa- 
tives from all three nations and 
their decisions presumably will 
have to be unanimous. Thus 
there apparently was no loss of 
sovereignty envisioned by the 
drafters of the charter, but this 
also increases the possibility of 
the disagreements that always 
wreck attempts at Arab unity. 


The confederation will bring 


together some of the world's 
most lucrative oil fields in Lib- 
ya, potentially rich wheat fields 
in Sudan and the Arab world's 
most powerful military force, in 
Egypt. 


As El Numairi met in Cairo, 


his defense minister charged in 
Khartoum that Sudanese troops 
have found evidence of U.S. and 
Israeli intervention in the insur- 
rection in Southern Sudan. 


Death Penalty MeehaBl<al M°* 
Issue Before 
High Court

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court heard a renewed 
plea today for major changes in 
the way the death sentence is 
imposed in the United States. 


Lawyers for two condemned 


slayers 
argued 
that 
juries 


should be stripped of their "ab- 
solute discretion" to decide 
which guilty men should die and 
which should get jail terms. 


The three-hour hearing was a 


replay of arguments before the 
court over the last two years 
that led to no decision. In the 
meantime, the number of men 
and women on death row has 
grown to more than 550—most 
of whom have a life-or-death in- 
terest in the outcome. 


The two prisoners whose ap- 


peals are before the court are 
Dennis C. McGautha of Los An- 
geles and James E. Crampton 
of Toledo, Ohio. Crampton was 
convicted of killing his wife, 
McGautha of killing a grocer. 


McGautha's lawyer, Herman 


F. Selvin of Beverly Hills, Cal- 
if., argued California law pro- 
vides no standards or guidelines 
for the jury to determine wheth- 
er to impose the death penalty 
or a life sentence. 


Crampton's lawyer, John J. 


Callahan of Toledo, argues sim- 
ilarly regarding death penalty 
jurors in Ohio. 


Should the court agree, all but 


a handful of the current death 
sentences could be upset and 
state legislatures required to 
lay down specific guidelines for 
future juries. 


The prisoners spared by such 


a ruling presumably would be 
resentenced. 


Callahan also, argued that the: 


trial should be split up, as it is 
in California, Texas, Georgia, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania and 
New York. This would allow a 
defendant to plead for mercy 
without 
waving 
his 
Fifth 


Amendment guarantee against 
self-incrimination. 


In a single-stage trial, the 


lawyer said, a defendant who 
pleads for mercy appears to ju- 
rors to be confessing his guilt 
and is apt to be convicted. He 
also leaves himself 
open to 


cross-examination. If the de- 
fendant does not plead for mer- 
cy, Callahan said, he risks re- 
ceiving the death penalty. 


Arguing against any changes 


were the states of California 
and Ohio and, importantly, the 
U.S. government. 


Ronald M. George, a deputy 


attorney general of California, 
said juries are specifically cau- 
tioned not to be arbitrary and 
are told to consider all evidence 
surrounding the crime as well 
as the defendant's background 
and history. 


Melvin L. Resnick, an assist- 


ant prosecuting attorney of Lu- 
cas County, Ohio, said the ab- 
sence of standards does not 
mean juries are irrational. He 
suggested the court is really 
being asked to eliminate the 
death penalty itself. 


The government's argument 


was made by Solicitor General 
Erwin N. Griswold. Since the 
justices are believed to be close- 
ly divided, the government's de- 
cision to counsel against change 
may be vital. 


Griswold, a former dean of 


the Harvard law school, said the 
nation is committed to trial by 
jury and to the assumption that 
juries act fairly, rationally and 
intelligently.

Vietnamese 
Take Over 
Offensive

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 


namese troops have taken over 
offensive operations from the 
Americans in an area of 100 
square miles north of Saigon, 
authoritative sources disclosed 
today. 


The major shift of allied re- 


sponsibilities virtually ends the 
American offensive role along 
the Saigon River corridor, a 
long-time 
North 
Vietnamese- 


Viet Cong infiltration and sup- 
ply route. 


Four American artillery and 


patrol bases have been turned 
over to the South Vietnamese 
along a 50-mile stretch of the 
river, from the Cambodian bor- 
der south to within 20 miles of 
Saigon. 


South Vietnamese troops also 


are taking over Cu Chi, a giant 
base camp 20 miles northwest of 
Saigon that is the headquarters 
of the U.S. 25th Infantry Divi- 
sion. The division's headquar- 
ters and its 1st and 3rd Brigades 
are returning to Hawaii by 
Christmas. 


Other American units at Cu 


Chi and Dau Tieng, an Ameri- 
can brigade headquarters far- 
ther north, will be pulled out 
soon. 


For the most part, sources 


said, the realignment leaves 
American forces in the western 
half of the 3rd Military Region 
defending their remaining bases 
and conducting such defensive 
operations as local reconnais- 
sance, searching 
out enemy 


caches and protecting the cur- 
rent rice harvest. 


The realignment is part of 


President Nixon's withdrawal 
program to reduce U.S. strength 
in Vietnam to 284,000 troops by 
next May 1. 


The 
U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced today that American 
forces in the country dropped 
another 6,000 men last week to 
368,000. It was the lowest level 
since Dec. 10, 1966, when there 
were 367,400. 


Meanwhile, the 
Cambodian 


military command reported that

Conviction of 
Murder 
Reversed

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court, for 
the third time, reversed a first- 
degree murder conviction in the 
slaying of a police officer at 
Hughes. 


The high court, by 4-3 de- 


cision, reversed the conviction 
and death sentence of Dewey 
Ray Murray in St. Francis Cir- 
cuit court, and ordered a new 
trial. 


The high court previously had 


reversed the convictions of two 
other defendants, Franklin Bos- 
nick and Franklin Bosnick Jr. 
Both Bosnicks were found guil- 
ty again on their retrials. 


The charges were filed on 


Jan. 28, 1969 in the shooting on 
Dec. 31, 1968 of Jessie J. Mor- 
gan at Gatteys' Grocery Store 
on U.S. 79 south of Hughes. 


Murray was convicted Sept. 


3, 1969. His appeal said the ver- 
dict should be reversed because 
the trial judge, Elmo Taylor, re- 
fused to instruct the jury on 
second-degree murder and other 
degrees of homicide. 


The majority opinion, written 


by Associate Justice Conley 
Byrd, said that the trial court 
should have given jury instruc- 
tions on leisser degrees of homi- 
cide because Murray was not 
charged with murder during the 
commission of a felony. 


While

Murray 
did not specifically 


state that the count was felony 
murder, the state contended

ers from past administrations. 


Dissenting with Douglas were 


Justices John M. Harlan and 
Potter Stewart.

Thinks Amelia 
Earhart Is 
Alive in U.S. 
NEW YORK (AP) — Two for- 


mer Air Force officers said to- 
day 
a 
10-year 
investigation 


strongly indicates that Amelia 
Earhart, who disappeared with 
her plane over the Pacific in 
1937, is alive and living in the 
United States. 


Lt. Col. Joe Klaas and Maj. 


Joseph Gervais said in a news 
release they believe a woman 
calling herself Mrs. Guy Bolam, 
and claiming to have flown with 
Miss Earhart, actually is the 
famed aviatrix herself. They 
base their belief largely on 
physical resemblance and Mrs. 
Bolam's secrecy about her past. 


They said their research indi- 


cates that Miss Earhart and her 
navigator, Fred Noonan, were 
intercepted near Hull Island in 
the Phoenix group on July 2, 
1937, by planes from a Japanese 
carrier, and that she held cap- 
tive in the Imperial Palace in 
Tokyo throughout World War II. 


Klaas said he believes that 


Emperor Hirohito bartered Miss 
Earhart's life and "the secrets 
she knew, which could be em- 
barrassing to the U.S. govern- 
ment," for his own freedom 
from trial as a war criminal. 


The two officers expounded 


their theory in connection with 
Klaas' book, "Amelia Earhart 
Lives: a Trip Through Intrigue 
to Find America's First Lady of 
Mystery." The book is published 
by the McGraw-Hill Book Co. 


Gervais, a former 
bomber 


and transport pilot and accident 
investigator for the Air Force, 
said he first met "Mrs. Bolam" 
at a Long Island meeting of the 
Early Fliers of America in 1965, 
and had located her at various 
times in various places, includ- 
ing Bedford, N.Y.; Newark, 
N.J.; Princeton, N.J., and Ra- 
leigh, N.C. 


A 
McGraw-Hill spokesman 


said Mrs. Bolam has given an 
address at Jamesburg, N.J., 
and the two officers have writ- 
ten to her inviting her to appear 
at a Los Angeles meeting Nov. 
18, when more details of their 
findings will be disclosed. 


He said she looks very much 


the way he thinks Miss Earhart 
would look at the age of 72. He 
said she denied that she is Miss 
Earhart and "steadfastly 
re- 


fused to answer questions about 
her background, birth, schooling 
or her career in aviation."

Nixon, Agnew 
Raised Morale 
and Money

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - De- 


spite scattered successes, there 
is little evidence the strenuous 
campaign efforts of President 
Nixon and Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew did more than raise 
money and morale for the GOP 
in last week's elections. 


They even may have caused 


damage, driving dissident Dem- 
ocrats back into party ranks 
this year and creating bitter- 
ness in the moderate wing of the 
GOP likely to take the form of 
cries for Agnew's replacement 
on the 1D72 ticket. 


Only 18 of the 52 Senate and 


governor candidates for whom 
Nixon and Agnew campaigned 
in 38 states were elected last 
Tuesday. 


Many of those who won proba- 


bly would have been elected 
without any help from Nixon or 
Agnew. In addition, a dozen Re- 
publican governors aided by one 
or the other were thrown out of 
office. 


Govs. Nelson A. Rockefeller 


of New York, Ronald Reagan of 
California, William G. Milliken 
of Michigan and Francis W. 
sargent of Massachusetts were 
re-elected 
generally on their 


own. 


Of these, the only state in 


which Nixon and Agnew actual- 
ly campaigned was California. 
Although Reagan won a second 
term, by a reduced margin, the 
major object of the Nixon-Ag- 
new push, Sen. George Murphy, 
was trounced by Democrat John 
V. Tunney, and Republicans lost 
the legislature. 


Many Democratic leaders feel 


the aggressive GOP "law and 
order" push, and Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie's election eve televi- 
sion appearance to answer GOP 
charges, did more to unify the 
Democratic party than anything 
in the past two years. 


In two states, Connecticut and 


Tennessee, where both Nixon 
and Agnew appeared, the Re- 
publicans captured 
both 
the 


governorship and a Senate seat 
from the Democrats. 


However, the disintegration of 


Connecticut party organization, 
a divisive Senate primary, Sen. 
Thomas J. Dodd's disruptive in- 
dependent 
candidacy 
and 
a 


weak gubernatorial 
campaign 


presaged Democratic defeat be- 
fore Nixon and Agnew ever 
campaigned there. 


And in Tennessee, increasing- 


ly Republican in recent years, a 
business 
scandal 
revolving 


around the Democratic guber- 
natorial nominee and the rising 
opposition to Sen. Albert Gore 
evidenced by his weak primary 
showing were significant fore- 
runners of the GOP victory. 


In Maryland, Republican J. 


Glenn Beall Jr.'s victory over 
Sen. Joseph D. Tydings was 
mainly due to antagonism to the 
senator, and, in Ohio, Republi- 
can Robert Taft Jr.'s win in the 
face of a Democratic guberna- 
torial triumph is credited large- 
ly to his famous family name. 


Only in New York, where Nix- 


on and Agnew never really cam- 
paigned directly, can the Re- 
publican leaders claim success. 


Their efforts to undercut Re- 


publican Sen. Charles E. Good- 
ell because of his anti-Nixon 
votes on key issues had the in- 
tended double effect of making 
it respectable for Republicans 
to support Conservative nomi- 
nee James Buckley while driv- 
ing some liberals to Goodell 
from Democrat Richard Ottin- 
ger. 


Despite the short-range suc- 


cess in New York, Nixon and 
Agnew probably have bought 
themselves a peck of long-range 
trouble. The resentment stirred 
by Nixon's and Agnew's efforts 
among liberal Republicans in 
New York is likely to carry over 
into 1972 in a state where a 
sharply divided and leaderless 
Democratic party went for Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey in 1964 over 
Nixon. 


So much for the successes. 
In state after state, where the 


national administration had re- 
cruited GOP candidates, cam- 
paigned strenuously for them 
and provided heavy financing, 
Republicans were unsuccessful 
in efforts to dislodge Democrat- 
ic senators. And a number of 
House seats vacated by GOP 
senate candidates were won by 
Democrats. 


In North Dakota, Nevada, Wy- 


oming and Utah, where Nixon 
and Agnew recruited GOP con- 
tenders, 
Democratic 
Sens. 


Quentin Burdick, Howard M. 
Cannon, Gale McGee and Frank 
E. Moss equaled or bettered 
their 1964 winning percentages. 
The congressional seats held by 
the GOP Senate candidates in 
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North Dakota, Wyoming 
and 


Utah went Democratic. 


Agnew appeared at least once 


in each of the states, and Nixon 
campaigned in all but Wyoming. 


In Texas, where Republican 


optimism was evident during a 
two-stop swing by the President 
six days before the election, 
Democrats held the governor- 
ship and a Senate seat by com- 
fortable margins. 


Elsewhere in the South, the 


Nixon-Agncw effort proved fu- 
tile. 


In Florida, where the two 


made six appearances between 
them in an effort to put the GOP

back together after a bitter pri- 
mary, Democrats swept the key 
races. 


In North Carolina, where both 


campaigned in an effort to aid 
the GOP's fight to gain congres- 
sional 
and 
legislative seats, 


Democrats kept their House 
majority, 
added 
to 
their 


strength in the legislature. 


In South Carolina, Georgia 


and Arkansas, Democrats won 
governors contests despite Ag- 
new campaign appearances. 


In New York and Massachu- 


setts, GOP Govs. Rockefeller 
and Sargent made it clear ear- 
lier in the campaign they did 


not want any help from Agnew. 


In Ohio, Taft asked for an ap- 


pearance by Nixon and got it, 
while making clear he didn't 
think Agnew would help. The 
vice president stayed out. 


In Minnesota, where Nixon re- 


paid a political debt to GOP 
senate nominee Clark Macgre- 
gor with a late-in-the campaign 
speech, Republicans passed the 
word they didn't want Agnew, 
who earlier in the year had 
helped them raise $1 million.

engineer scientists say small de- 
vices 
emitting 
potent 
laser 


beams promise vast changes in 
man's way of life. 


Working at Southern Method- 


ist University, they disclosed 
Sunday that four or five such 
devices have been put together 
at a cost of only $40 apiece. 


These lasers are smaller than 
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half a dime—so little they could 
be dropped into a thimble. 


Dr. Jerome K. Butler and Dr. 


Kenneth L. Ashley said the de- 
vices soon can be applied to air- 
craft and anticollision systems, 
radar, home security and possi- 
bly motion pictures and televi- 
sion.
